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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


A state funds time deposit program has been established by the Office of 
State Treasurer for banks which approve loans for the installation of alternate 
sources or energy saving improvements for dwellings. 

A total of $50,000,000 is being made available for time deposits through this 
program, which would apply only to loans for installations or improvements to 
existing single or multi-family dwellings. New or future construction would not 
be included. 

As provided by Missouri law, banks which qualify for time deposits of state 
funds will be required to pay the interest rate of U.S. Treasury Bills of like 
maturity from the preceding week. 

A bank may qualify to receive a state time deposit by approving at least 
$50,000 in energy-related loans, of which at least 10 loans must be for amounts of 
$750 or less. The bank would receive a state time deposit of $100,000, or two dol- 
lars for each dollar approved in loans. Loan amounts over $50,000 would qualify a 
bank for a state funds time deposit on a dollar for dollar matching basis. 

The types of loans covered under the program include, among others, those 
for installation of solar collectors, wood stoves, wind powered electric generators, 
insulation, storm doors and windows and thermal windows. numerous other 
energy saving improvements are listed as qualified for loans. 

My office will forward to you the full details of this energy loan incentive for 
qualifying for increased time deposits of state funds.
